Milwaukee bas never lost one of her 
citizens who will be more missed than 
Edward Sanderson. He died last even­ 
ing at about 7 o’clock. The news of his 
serious illness was hardly known outside 
of his family circle when it was followed 
by that of his death. 
He had been a resident of Milwaukee 
for more than thirty years. All the peo­ 
ple knew him, and his open hearted, 
kindly ways and cheerful humor made

He was a leading member 
of 
the. 
chamber of 
commerce from its drat 
organization, and a successful business 
man, tngaged in the flour manufacture. 
Mr. Sanderson never beld any public 
office, though he took a deep interest in 
politics, and was among the foremost iu 
giving bis time and money to promote 
the success of his party. 
The repub­ 
licans of the city repeatedly urged him 
to be a candidate for eon cress, aud his 
personal popularity would have assured 
his euooess, but he had no ambition in 
that direction. He was always ready to 
help his friends in such matters, but for 
himself, preferred to remain in private 
life. His first active intervention in pol­ 
itics WSB when Mr. Carpenter was elected 
to the senate in 1867. 
He had an un­ 
bounded admiration for Mr. Carpenter, 
and was one of his most intimate 
personal friends, and reniered effective 
aid in securing his election then and sub­ 
sequently. He was also one of Senator 
Sawytr’s most efficient supporters when 
the latter was elected in ISSI. Mr. San- 
derson was chairman of the Republican 
Btate committee in 1880, but declined a 
reappointment in 1881. 
lo business affairs Mr. Sanderson ex­ 
hibited ffreat sagacity and good judgment. 
Qe WSB honorable in all his dealings, and 
conducted business matters in a large and 
liberal way. There was nothing narrow 
or mean about him. He was a public 
spirited man, always ready to give liber­ 
ally for any worthy cause; a big-hearted, 
sympathetic, cordial nature, full of gen­ 
iality and kindly mirth, deeply attached 
to his friends and attaching them to him­ 
self. The news of his death will be 
heard with genuine sorrow not only 
throughout the city, bat wherever he was 
known.—Milwaukee Sentinel.

M i l w a u k e e , Wig., May 21. — Edward 
Sanderson, one of the wealthy pioneers of 
Milwaukee, and a man known all over tho 
State, died Monday evening after a brief 
illness. 
He was taken with a chill Satur­ 
day night and gradually sunk, despite tho 
efforts of tho best physicians in the city. 
Mr. Sanderson was a nativo of Massa­ 
chusetts and was born in 1829. 
Ho ar­ 
rived in Milwaukee in tho spring; of 1847 
and at once engaged in the milling busi­ 
ness with his brother William. 
Tho mill 
in which tho two brothers wore interested 
was a small affair with a capacity of 
about 150 barrels of Hour a day and stood 
on the ground now occupied by the im­ 
mense Phenix mills 
In 18IH William 
Sanderson died and the firm of Edward 
Sanderson & Co. wasformod, Congressman 
Van Schaick being Mr. Sander-.on’s part­ 
ner. 
They have been together ever since 
and tho Phenix mills now have a capacity 
of 1,400 barrels of flour a day. 
The de­ 
ceased was tho oldest miller in Milwaukee, 
aud had acquired a very largo fortune, 
being currently ratod as a millionaire. He 
was a man of strong convictions, politically 
and otherwise, and for ten years ho has 
been a leader in tho Republican party, ill 
health, 
however, preventing his active 
participation in the last campaign. 
He 
had been a member of the Milwaukee 
chamber of commerce siuco its inception 
and was President of it in 1800.

Tho Rev. Mr. Hobbs, a Baptist minister 
from tho United States, had been living 
at Florus bay with his wifo and his little 
daughter. 
He wats preparing to leave the 
island nnd had sold bis property, receiving 
for it $500 in gold. 
Shortly beforo his in­ 
tended departure a neighbor called to bid 
him farewell. 
He knocked at tho door, 
and receiving ro answer entered tho house, 
tho door being unlocked. 
Finding no one in the hall or parlor ho 
called again. 
There was no response. 
Alarmed, ho searched tho Chouse, 
and, 
opening the lodrooin door, a sickening 
spectacle mot his eyes. 
Mr. Hobbs, his 
wifo, and child wore [dead, with their 
skulls smashed, their heads being nearly 
severed, and their bodies covered with 
wounds. 
They had evidently been mur 
derod in their slosp. 
Tho bodies woro 
cold, tho blood which was spattered about 
tho room was dry and clotted. 
Tho mur­ 
der must have been committed two days 
beforo. 
The money had disappeared. 
A shipwrecked sailor, a Jamaican named 
Burrell, 
who had been taken in out of 
charity and cared for by tho family,

bridge was paved in April 1885, aud is 
good for ten or fifteen years more be­ 
fore repairs even will [be required the 
pavement; and to get out of the old 
fashioned

way of repairing bridges with plank 
oovers only, yonr committee has con­ 
cluded that replanking and paving with 
blocks with pitch enough to carry off 
the rains, the same as the Milwaukee 
street bridge, is by far the most durable 
way of fixing our bridges.
